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The Chain Store Trend 

N EVER increasing proportion of chain 

stores is noted among the retail outlets 
in all parts of the United States and Canada. 
Slowly but surely, the grip of the chain store 
is tightening on retail trade, especially in the 
more densely populated communities. ‘The in- 
dependent retailer in spite of his trade associ- 
ations and perhaps co-operative buying, is find- 
The mortality rate 
grocery, 


ing competition keener. 
among small retail establishments, 
general, and drug stores, has increased sharply 
during the past few vears. The pressure of 
modern business methods as applied through 
chain store operations has simply been too much 
for a great many retailers. The old-fashioned 
one-man stores have been the hardest hit, re- 
placed by a link in a chain. 

The significance of this trend, which is in 
fact nothing more than a part of the general 
trend toward consolidation and larger units 
in every industry, is most certainly worth con- 
siderable study on the part of manufacturers 
whose goods sell primarily through the retail 
grocery and drug trades. If the trend toward 
chain merchandising continues, eventually the 
great bulk of soap and allied products will pass 
to consumption through these channels. What 
will become of the wholesale grocer, the whole- 
sale druggist? With the number of local job- 
hers materially reduced, what will be the effect 
on the sales forces of manufacturers? What 
of sales campaigns worked through retail stores 
and local jobbers’ When a chain organization 
huys goods, it buys with the expectation of 
selling cheaper than the average independent 
retailer and of selling for cash. It buys in 
quantities sufficient to supply anything from a 
dozen to several hundred stores, and the figures 
at which it buys are the lowest prices for 
largest quantities. 

If the chain store trend continues, as has 
heen predicted freely, revolutionary changes 
in selling methods are going to follow. \hether 
the new state of affairs is going to benefit 
manufacturers remains to be seen. (ne thing 
is certain, however, and that is the fact that 


a weather eye must be kept constantly on chang- 
ing conditions. Merchandising — styles, like 
styles-inr €verything else, change as time goes 
on, and manufacturing organizations must ad- 
just themselves accordingly.

The McNary-Haugen Bill 


ROM all accounts, the MeNary-Haugen Bill 

stands a very fair chance of becoming law 
during this session of Congress. During the 
69th Congress, the bill passed both houses, but 
was vetoed by the President, who held that it 
was economically unsound. According to the 
latest advices from. Washington, certain 
changes have been made in the original bill 
which now assure its favorable consideration 
by the President if it passes Congress again. 
With the farmer vote representing a goodly 
proportion of the constituents of many gentle- 
men who sit in Washington, and with many 
of these gentlemen coming up for re-election 
next fall, which ones will fly in the face of fate 
and encourage defeat at the polls by voting 
against the measure ? 

Nobody knows just what economic ctfect the 
MeNary-Haugen Bill might have as law. Per- 
haps its opponents are becoming excited over 
nothing. On the other hand, it is a type of 
unsound legislation, a type of class legislation 
which in fact aims to push up and hold up the 
prices of certain agricultural and allied com- 
modities by artificial means so that the pro- 
ducers thereof may benefit. In the new meas- 
ure, the old bill is said to have been re-written 
and many of its objectionable features re- 
moved, but it still carries the equalization fee 
which was so widely condemned in the original. 
Those who can now accept it where they could 
not accept the original bill, seem to have an 
unusally strong power of adaptability ot 
ideas. The bill looks like the same old tin 
can with a fresh coat of paint. 

There is much doubt that the support of ihe 
bill in Congress is sincere. That it may never 
survive a test in the Courts, is hinted at. and 
possibly hoped for by some of those who are 
its most ardent supporters. Its ballvhoo ap- 
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pears much like a show staged for the folks 
back home, nicely timed for the national elec- 
tion which is looming on the horizon. As for 
the soap industry, it can do little else but sit 
back and watch Congress play politics with its 
raw material markets. 





Exchange of Facts 

]> I VIERY industry, employees are constant- 

ly changing from one company to another. 
Facts regarding an individual are frequently 
hidden by the original employer when such a 
change takes place. The reasons behind keep- 
ing damaging information about ex-employes 
secret are numerous, but the most common one 
is the desire on the part of the employer to give 
the employee another chance, not to injure him 
permanently, usually for the sake of his depen- 
dents. The average business man is almost 
always loath to give a former employe a bad 
recommendation. He would much prefer to 
say nothing. 

This is all quite admirable, but there is an- 
other element to be considered—the firm which 
may later hire the individual in question. 
Where a new man is hired, the employer has 
the right to know all the facts about the man in 
his previous connections. If the former em- 
ployer refuses to commit himself, the chances 
are that his report would be unfavorable if 
made. At the same time, this implication of 
dissatisfaction may be interpreted to mean that 
the employe was a serious offender, a thief or 
liar, when in reality, he might only have been 
a chronic offender against the time clock. 
Where silence might mean that a man would be 
seriously injured, the complete facts might re- 
veal him only as a minor offender, worthy of 
a trial by a new employer. 

No company within an industry can isolate 
itself from others in the same field. .\s long 
as men with common knowledge and training 
change their jobs, they will go from one 
company to another in the same line of business. 
Furnishing the true facts about an ex-employe 
to a prospective emplover of the man is a 
business obligation. It is a safeguard which 
executives cannot ignore. If adhered to strict- 
ly, accurate exchange of facts could eliminate 
crooked individuals and bluffers permanently. 
Both the man changing his position and the new 
employer are entitled to a true statement of 
the facts. Preferably, a central agency, a part 
of an industry’s trade association, might act 
as a clearing house for information of this type 
as far as it is permitted to do so by law, but 
lacking this, prompt attention and full details 
are only fair to other members of your in- 
dustry. 


Business and Stock Prices 

COINCIDENT with the publication of a 

great many company reports for the first 
quarter of 1928, most of which showed some- 
what smaller earnings as compared with 1927, 
a bull market was staged on the New York 
Stock exchange which overshadowed anything 
of its kind in history. [ach day saw a bidding 
up of prices of a few leading stocks which 
carried along to new high levels a considerable 
proportion of the entire list. Earnings, out- 
look, general business conditions, all were ap- 
parently not considered as record sales at ree- 
ord prices were registered, 

The operations of the New York Stock [Fx- 
change and other exchanges all over the coun- 
try bear an interesting connection with general 
business. Ordinarily, higher prices for stocks 
reflect. better business and larger earnings. 
A rise based on anything else is purely specu- 
lative and without foundation. Stock market 
operations have come to be looked upon as a 
business gauge, and as a consequence, nothing 
will as a rule send the cold chills over a business 
man as quickly as a sharp break in the stock 
markets. 

The present market brings very forcibly to 
mind that undue speculation is likely to bring 
prices down about the ears of the speculators. 
Such a break would have a far-reaching and 
untoward effect on business generally. It 
would probably bring a cut-down in purchasing 
operations everywhere, not justified by condi- 
tions. In spite of the fact that present specu- 
lative activity in reality has no logical con- 
nection with business, a break which seems 
destined to come some time, is likely to have 
a depressing effect. If business could learn to 
discount Wall Street, as Wall Street claims 
to discount business, what a step it would be 
toward permanent stability.

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Bleaching Soaps With Chlorine 


Removal of Color of Finished Chips by Milling IV ith 
Hypochlorite and Formaldehyde Solutions 


By CHARLES 


QLEACHING of fats, oils, and 
greases by use of chlorine or chlorine 
derivatives has met with indifferent 
success, although the subject has been 
looked into quite thoroughly in various parts of 
the world during recent vears. Both chlorine 
as such and hypochlorites have been tried out, 
but as far as can be determined, chemical ac- 
tion other than bleaching quite frequently has 
interfered with the processes. In other cases, 
apparently successful bleaching action did not 
give a permanent whiteness in the finished soap 
and in a few months, the material returned to 
its original dark color. Chlorine was used 
alone and in combination with various other 
chemicals where the cost was low enough to 
secure the desired result if the process worked, 
namely, low cost bleaching. If any of the pro- 
cesses are in successful use to-day, they are 
being used secretly, successful chlorine 
bleaching of either fats of soaps is not gener- 
ally admitted. 
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\fter several years in working out a great 
many methods of chlorine bleaching which were 
not successful, I tried out combinations of sodi- 
um hypochlorite and formaldehyde which ap- 
parently give permanent and satisfactory re- 
sults. .\fter six months, a vellow laundry chip 
used in the work, retains the effect the 
bleaching operation. .\fter experimenting with 
a number of types of complicated apparatus, 
the operation as finally used, was merely run- 
ning the chips twice through a soap mill after 
the bleaching ingredients had been thoroughly 
imcorporated by mixing with the chips. 


of 


HE soap to be bleached should be in the 

form of chips and contain the customary 
moisture for milling, usually 8 to 14 per cent, 
depending upon the type of mill used. How- 
ever, the effectiveness of the bleaching was 
tound to be practically independent of the 
moisture content of the chips outside of these 
lmits.. The chips are thoroughly dry mixed 
either hy hand or in a machine for the purpose 
with a definite percentage of sodium hypochlor- 
ite and formaldehyde in water solution, the 
percentage depending upon the color of the soap 
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before bleaching and the degree of bleaching 
action desired. Usually not more than 2 per 
cent of hypochlorite and one per cent of for- 
maldehyde are required. 

After the chips have been thoroughly mixed 
with the hypochlorite and formaldehyde, they 
are passed through a soap mill once or twice, 
usually twice. Two mills in tandem make the 
best arrangement. The major part of the 
bleaching operation takes place during the actu- 
al milling, due in all probability to the activity 
of the bleaching agents under mechanical pres- 
sure and the slight heat of the mill. 

The foregoing method uses both of the 
bleaching ingredients in a_ single operation. 
Kither may be used in the initial milling and the 
other added for the second milling with equally 
active bleaching effect if desired. For example, 
the calculated percentage of sodium hypochlor- 
ite solution may be added and the soap milled. 
after which the formaldehyde is added and the 
soap milled again, or this process reversed. 

NOTHER alternate method which can be 

used successfully, is to add to the plastic 
soap in the crutcher, a definite percentage of 
sodium hypochlorite and mix in thoroughly. 
This soap is then made into chips by any of the 
common methods, dried to customary moisture 
for milling, and the resultant chips mixed with 
a definite percentage of formaldehyde and re- 
milled. Neither of the bleaching agents used 
alone in any of the foregoing methods, gave 
satisfactory removal of color. 

The hypochlorite liquor is made in the usual 
manner of dissolving chlorine in a solution of 
caustic soda. The solutions used had about 
twelve per cent available chlorine. The formal- 
dehyde solution was the ordinary commercial 
material containing about 37 per cent of formal- 
dehyde. 

The exact part which each bleaching ingre- 
dient plays in the removal of color and the 
prevention of after-darkening and of rancidity 
is not exactly known. The formaldehyde ap- 
parently liberates nascent oxygen rapidly from 
the hypochlorite solution in close proximity to 
the scap and the milling brings all parts of the

The rapid liberation of oxygen as a result of 
action between the formaldehyde and hypo- 
chlorite, hastens and accentuates the bleaching. 
The activity of hypochlorite alone is so slow 
as to be completely unsatisfactory. The for- 
maldehyde is the ingredient which prevents ran- 
cidity and after-darkening, but its exact action 
in accomplishing this is not definitely known. 


N the plant use of hypochlorite-formaldehyde 

bleaching, there is nothing to prevent team- 
ing up the mixer and mills so as to have a con- 
tinuous process. If both bleaching ingredients 
are added in the mixer, they could be stored in 
containers suspended immediately above it so 
that definite quantities of each could be run in- 
to the chips by merely opening the taps. If the 
formaldehyde is added after the first milling, 
the tank containing it could be placed to run in 
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a definite amount before the suap goes into the 
second mill. There is also the possibility of a 
steady small stream of both running into the 
soap mass as it enters the first mill. 

There is also another phase of this method of 
bleaching with hypochlorite solution. The 
finished product, if desired, can be made an 
oxygen soap, a bleaching soap, an antiseptic 
soap, or any other kind desired where the 
characteristics are given by a content of chlor- 
ine, formaldehyde, or oxygen-liberating materi- 
als. An excess of hypochlorite liquor for- 
maldehyde in the bleaching operation over and 
above that required to bleach the soap, will 
give the desired effect, subject of course to the 
characteristics of the chemicals involved. Both 
chlorine and formaldehyde being gaseous, the 
length of time which they would remain in the 
bar of soap or chips might not be great, partic- 
ularly in warmer weather or in hot climates. 


Bleaching Soft Soaps With Hypochlorite 


By Dr. W. Kine

UMEROUS processes have been de- 
veloped by which it is possible to pre- 
pare light colored fats, oils and soaps. 
These processes may be divided into 
two general groups. In the first group are 
such processes wherein the color is removed 
by absorption or precipitation, that is by physi- 
cal means. The second group contains those 
processes in which the coloring matter is de- 
stroyed by means of chemical action. 





The bleaching of the soaps themselves is 
much more difficult than that of the raw ma- 
terials from which they are made. The tend- 
ency at the present time is to bleach the sapon- 
ified material rather than the fat or oil. The 
process used must be chemical, oxidizing or 
reducing, and the bleaching earths cannot be 
used. The chemical character of the soap, and 
not of least importance the material from 
which the bleaching apparatus is constructed, 
limit the possibilities of these chemical bleach- 
ing processes to a very marked degree. Raw 
materials which are mostly dark in color, are 
employed in making soft soaps because of the 
low cost at which these soaps must be sold. 
Furthermore, oils with a high iodine number 
must be used in making these soaps and this 
tends also to the productiop of dark colored 
products. It is therefore easy to understand 
that the bleaching of soft soaps is more diffi- 
cult than that of other soaps. 
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(Iéditor’s Note: The author in his original 
article gives over considerable space describing 
the details of preparing the chlorine bleach 
liquor and its properties. He mentions mak- 
ing the bleach by conducting chlorine gas 
through a caustic potash solution. 

The author points out that the liberation of 
chlorine by the hypochlorite is not the thing 
which accomplishes the actual bleaching, but 
the bleaching is done by oxygen formed by 
the decomposition of hypochlorous acid. The 
reaction is believed to be as follows: 


2 KOH + Cl, <— 2KCIO + H; 

KCIO + HOH <—> HClO + KOH 

2 HClO <> 2 HCl + O, 
Due to the unstable condition of the hypo 
chlorites, it is probable that several decom- 
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position reactions take place simultaneously. 
Probably as the temperature increases, the 
potassium hypochlorite breaks down directly, 
as follows: 2KC10 <—> 2 KC1 + O.,. Direct 
reaction of chlorine on the water, probably 
forms small amounts of hypochlorous acid 
which in turn may break down as above with 
the liberation of nascent oxygen. 

The influence of various agencies on the 
hypochlorite liquor is discussed. Thus, light 
decomposes it; an excess of hydroxide tends 
to prevent the decomposition of the hypo- 
chlorite and hence retards its bleaching action. 
Metals and metallic salts, such as iron, lead, 
copper, etc., accelerate its decomposition, and 
increasing the temperature has the same effect. 
However, at a temperature of 55 to 60 degrees 
C, the bleaching action is reported satisfactory. 
It is possible to establish an optimum economic 
ratio between the consumption of bleach and 
the bleaching effect obtained in the soft soap. 
In order to keep the bleach liquor, it must be 
stored in a cold and dark place. The liquor 
must contain a slight excess of alkali, four 
grams per liter at the minimum. Contact 
with metals must be avoided. It should be re- 
membered that at the bleaching temperature, 
the presence of metals in the bleach or the 
lack of sufficient alkali excess in it can result 
in momentary decomposition of the chemical, 
which infers not only a lesser bleaching effect, 
but also an undesirable attack on the soap sub- 
stance itself —The Editors.) 

Treatment of Raw Materials 

Hit raw materials, oils, fats and fatty acids, 

which are used in the manufacture of soft 
soaps are generally full of all sorts of injuri- 
ous impurities, dirt, particles of iron and the 
like. It is therefore necessary to cleanse these 
materials to a certain degree at any rate before 
using them. This may be accomplished by 
washing the oils with salt water or sulfuric 
acid (twenty percent strength) and direct 
steaming. This operation is not tedious nor 
difficult to carry out and a clean fat is obtained. 
The treatment with sulfuric acid is particu- 
larly desirable when the raw materials contain 
appreciable amounts of iron. It should also be 
mentioned here that it is necessary to use a 
lye which is free from color and from sub- 
stances, that is like iron, that will produce 
color. The tanks and the stirrers used in the 
preparation of the liquor should not be metal- 
lic. Wood is best suited for this purpose. 

One particular point must be mentioned 
when fatty acids are used as raw materials. 
The process must be carried out in such a 
manner that the lve is first introduced into the 


soap kettle and then after it has been heated 
up to the proper temperature, the fatty acids 
are introduced. The reaction between the two 
is thus most rapid. If the fatty acids are first 
added to the soap kettle, then the iron of the 
kettle walls will be attacked and an appreciable 
proportion of iron soaps is formed. The color 
of this soap is a dark reddish brown and the 
entire soft soap is thereby darkened. The 
worst feature of the phenomenon is that while 
the original raw materials may be able to give a 
soap of good color, due to the preliminary 
preparation to which they have been subjected, 
the iron soaps negate the value of all this work. 

Another point that must be watched is to see 
that the soap is completely saponified, for 
otherwise great difficulty will be encountered 
in its bleaching. The alkali excess which is 
contained in the bleach liquor will be absorbed 
by the unsaponified fat and gaseous chlorine 
will be generated and the bleaching operation 
is then materially impaired. This action is very 
markedly intensified by the tendency of the 
so-called unsaponifiable matter (the residual 
albumens and the like in the raw materials) to 
combine with chlorine. 

Temperature at 55 to 60 C. 
T IS also essential to see that the soap mass 
is cooled down to a temperature of 55 to 60 
degrees C before bleaching commences. In the 
first place, a higher temperature causes useless, 
explosive generation of oxygen gas and in the 
second place the liquor must be properly cooled 
down in order to allow the soap to precipitate. 
Bleaching with hypochlorite is also in a certain 
sense a filling process. 

The condition which is of paramount impor- 
tance in the bleaching of soft soap is the avoid- 
ance of iron in the vessels in which the oper- 
ations are carried out. Iron apparatus, pro- 
vided with an earthenware lining, must be used. 
The illustration shows a bleaching kettle which 
is connected to the soap kettle. The connec- 
tion is made by means of the piping ac or ab 
and the pump P. The soap kettle is shown at 
a lining. The stirring apparatus R, which is 
KK: and the bleaching kettle at Ke, provided with 
made of wood, serves to decrease materially the 
duration of the cooling of the soap. As may be 
seen from the illustration, it is also possible to 
circulate the soap liquor in the bleaching kettle 
by starting the pump P and shutting off the 
connection to A. Circulation is not carried out 
during the actual bleaching of the soap. 

The only metallic part of the bleaching kettle 
Ix: is the bearing of the stirring apparatus, and 
red bronze is best used for this purpose. The 
sheets of lining material are applied in a double

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Are Soap Packages Improving ? 


Changes Over the Past Two Years Show Better Trend, But 
Industry Appears on Threshold of Wide Competitive Improvement 


NVESTIGATION in retail channels 
AG where soaps are ordinarily sold, reveals 
a steady progress in package improve- 

ment, but it likewise shows that soaps 
are still behind other groups in keeping pace 
with new ideas. Within the past five years soaps 
have lost the prominent display positions which 
they used to enjoy in retail stores, observations 
indicate. Especially in modern drug stores, 
department stores, and general chain stores, 
counter displays of candy, patent medicines, and 
seasonable specialties and novelties are the ones 
most commonly observed. Soap displays, ex- 
cept perhaps in the case of certain specialties, 
are comparatively scarce to-day. Displays of 
ordinary toilet soaps have quite obviously been 
crowded from the prominent positions in the 
stores by products which are (1) more attrac- 
tively packaged, and (2) probably show a 
a better profit to the retailer. 


A number of new and improved soap pack- 
ages have been put out during the past year, 
both in toilet and laundry soaps. The finest 
packages, however, which have been observed, 
have been those of new brands of imported 
soaps being introduced on the American market. 
Some of the domestic private brand soaps, par- 
ticularly those of department stores, have come 
out in greatly improved packages. With a half- 
dozen exceptions, however, the products sold 
direct by many of the leading soap manufactur- 
ers under their own brands have not been start- 
ling in the degree of package progress attained. 
The tendency to package toilet soaps three or 
within the box, assuring sale of three cakes 
six in a box and to wrap the individual cakes 
rather than one, is noted in some old established 
brands. . 


A trend toward more elaborate boxes and 
box coverings is noted in new brands of fancy 
toilet soaps brought out of late. The object is 
apparently to place the goods in the gift class, 
to convey the luxury idea, and to enable the 
product to sell at higher prices with less sales 
resistance, and at the same time, give the re- 
tailer a greater profit for his efforts in pushing 
the goods. This latter point is particularly in- 
teresting inasmuch as it probably has a very 


important bearing on the prominence of retail 
counter display if the product is displayed at all. 


Laundry Soap in Boxes? 


SIDE from the toilet soap angle of pack- 

aging there is a matter of selling larger 
unit packages which is attracting attention at 
the present time in all lines of industry. In 
the case of laundry soaps, for example, the 
idea of selling packages of a dozen or two 
dozen bars is gaining a foothold. Instead of 
three or four bars of laundry soap dropped in 
loose as part of a grocery order, a carton of 
ten or twelve bars makes a compact, clean-cut 
package with a sales appeal. The package 
might be a strong carton or else a small fibre 
or corrugated box. Cartons of laundry soap 
are indicated available to-day carrying up to 
fifty cakes, aimed at direct sale to the retail 
consumer. This is a phase of laundry soap 
marketing and packaging analagous to three or 
six cakes of toilet soap in a fancy box. The 
soap industry through its advertising is educat- 
ing the public in other matters. Why not teach 
the public the habit of buying laundry soap in 
cartons of ten, twelve, or twenty bars at a time? 
It is certainly conducive to larger soap con- 
sumption. Where any product is handy in 
the home and available in goodly supply, more 
of it will always be used. 

Boxing Illustrated 

HE box industry apparently believes that 

the average soap manufacturer is giving 
greater attention to his packages to-day than 
ever before. Extracts from an article on soap 
merchandising which appeared in a recent is- 
sue of “The American Box Maker,” and some 
of the illustration used as examples, show the 
reaction in that industry to the possibilities of 
soap boxing and its relation to increased sales. 
The comment said in part: “From the survey 
of many stores in large cities it is quite appar- 
ent that the soap manufacturers are taking ad- 
vantage of attractive paper boxes as an added 
sales influence. This trend is noted particu- 
larly in toilet soaps although some household 
and laundry soaps are now found on sale in 
attractive containers carrying as high as fifty 
bars.

The boxing of soap is not a new departure 
because some soaps have been boxed for years 
but the present tendency is toward a more beau- 
tiful box and a better setting for the good 
brands of soap. There is little question that an 
attractive box for four bars of soap such as that 
which is illustrated gives an impression of qual- 
ity which it would be difficult to secure in any 
other way. This box substantiates the manu- 
facturer’s claim for superiority. It establishes 
in the mind of the possible purchaser the 
quality of the goods contained in it. 

The box illustrated measures eight by five 
and one-half by two inches. The box itself has 
an extension edge at the bottom and is well 
made of heavy caliper board with partitions 
between the bars. Both box and cover are 
covered with cream colored pebbled paper giv- 
ing the whole package a warm attractive ap- 
pearance The top is printed in black and gold, 
the border in a checkerboard effect of black and 
gold. The trade mark is embossed. The four 
bars of soap are colored a deep pink and each 
bar is wrapped in cellophane.

Packaging of Samples 


RATHER interesting point in soap pack- 
aging is brought out in the distribution of 
samples by certain soap houses. In order to 


create the right atmosphere in connection with 
the receipt of a sample of soap, the wrapped 
cake is enclosed in a box which preserves the 
appearance of the product as well as giving a 
finished touch to the sample package.

Fur- 
thermore, the soap products which have come 
on the market during the past two or three 
years show a very decided improvement in 
packaging. This applies to many which are 
sold in large volume at competitive prices, and 
applies equally to cakes, powders, chips, and 
specialties. There is evidence in all directions 
that the soap industry is on the threshold of

an era of wide package improvement, an era 
which will be the direct outgrowth of keen 
competition and the battle for public favor.

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Soap Making in Holland 


Production statistics, covering the Dutch 
soap industry for 1925, show that a constant 
expansion has occurred in goods manufactured 
and likewise in materials used from 1921 to 
1925. The statistics indicate that the 58 firms 
consumed 30,000,000 kilos of oils, fats, and 
fatty acids, in 1925. Production amounted to 
37,700,000 kilos of soft soap, 13,500,000 kilos 
of hard and liquid soap, and 18,200,000 kilos 
soap powder. These 58 establishments employ- 
ed 2,280 persons. The following table gives 
comparative figures for five years and indicates 
clearly the expansion which has taken place in 
the Dutch soap industry:

Danish 1926 * Soap Production

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Soap Analysis in Cost Figures 


Suggested Standardization of Calculations for 
Comparable Results in Determining Costs

E PORTS of analyses written by differ- 
ent laboratories frequently differ in 
the interpretation of the terms used. 
This and other causes which will be 
discussed offer difficulties in determining the 
exact meaning of analyses. Sometimes two re- 
ports may differ, but interpreted correctly they 
will show agreement. An effort will be made 
to point out suggested standard methods of 
reporting analyses in such a way that different 
reports can be compared readily and costs can 
be figured without detailed chemical knowledge. 
The terms that will be discussed are moisture, 
fatty anhydrides, combined alkali, free alkali, 
sodium silicate, total alkali and water insoluble. 
The figure for moisture in a soap is relative for 
cost figuring if the moisture of the fresh soap 
isnot known. .An analysis made by an outside 
laboratory will be satisfactory when figured 
over to the fresh condition. ‘To facilitate this 
an analysis should not only give the figures 
found on analyzing, but also the percentages 
figured on a dry basis, 1.e. for a moisture equal 
to zero. This will also make it easy to com- 
pare two reports on the same kind of soap. 
Once an analysis being obtained for future cost 
hguring, it only is necessary to determine the 
moisture content, and the other components can 
he calculated from the more extensive analysis. 





The next term on an analysis sheet is fatty 
anhydrides. This term is not exactly right. 
Fatty anhydrides are not found in the analysis. 
The amount of pure soap in a sample can be 
determined as soap or as fatty acids. In the 
latter case, the amount of caustic to neutralize 
the fatty acids is determined and the amount 
of soap can be calculated or determined by dry- 
ing the solution after titrating. The amount of 
alkali is then figured as Na.O and subtracted 
from the amount of soap, and this figure gives 
the fatty anhydrides. Chemically speaking, 
this is wrong. Fatty anhydride is not the fat 
part of soap and sodium oxide not the caustic 
part. 

As an example. we will take stearic acid 
soap, C,-H..COONa. Stearic acid is C,.H,.- 
COOH and this will be found when a solution 


of stearic acid soap is treated with acid. 
chemical formula for this reaction is: C,-H,.- 
COONa+HCI=C, -H,,;COOH+ NaCl. 

On titrating or saponification we get: C,,- 
H,,COOH + NaOH = C,;H,,COONa + 
HOH. C,;H,,COO is the negative ion in soap 
and not C,-H,,CO-O-OCH,.C,., the chemical 
formula of stearic anhydride. 

When we take tristearin, C,H.(C,-H,.CO- 
())., the fat or triglyceride of stearic acid, then 
the stearic acid ion part forms 95.39%. This 
means that 95.39% of the fat goes into the soap 
and the rest shows up in the glycerin. li we 
had considered the fatty anhydride, then 92.- 
70% of the fat is useful in the soapmaking. 
If we figure with fatty acids, then the figure 
becomes 95.73%, not so much different from 
that of the fatty ion. The formula for the 
saponification reaction is: C.H,(C,,H,,COO), 
+ 3NaQH = C,H,(OH), + 3C,,H,,COONa. 
In molecular weights: 890 Ibs. of fat and 120 
Ibs. of caustic give 92 Ibs. of glycerin and 918 
Ibs. of soap, or 100 fat and 13.48 caustic vield 
10.34 glycerin and 103.14 soap. In the saponi- 
fication formula we see that from the caustic, 
the Na part goes into the soap and not Na,O. 
Na is the positive ion in soap and forms 57.- 
50% of the caustic used in the process, whereas 
Na.O forms 77.50%. 

Figuring fatty anhydride and sodium oxide 
the glycerin formed on saponifying 100 Ibs. of 
fat with 13.48 Ibs. of caustic is composed of 
7.30 Ibs. of the fat and 3.03 Ibs. of the caustic. 
Consider the fatty acid ion then 4.61 Ibs. of the 
fat and 5.73 Ibs. of the alkali go into the gly- 
cerin. 

The price of stearin figured as 10¢ and that 
of caustic 3c, then in one case 10.34 Ibs. of 
glycerin cost 82.10e and in the other 63.29¢. 
Lauric acid, C,,H,.COOH, is the main com- 
ponent of coconut oil. The triglyceride of 
laurie acid contains 93.41% of the laurie acid 
ion or 89.67% of the anhydride. 

Here 100 Ibs. of fat and 18.81 Ibs. of caustic 
vive 14.42 Ibs. of glycerin and 104.39 Ibs. of 
Figuring with fatty acid ion, then 6.43 
fat and 7.99 Ibs. of caustic contribute

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to the glycerin. In the case of fatty anhydride, 
10.19 Ibs. of fat and 4.23 Ibs. of caustic go in- 
to the glycerin. 

The matter is worth while looking into. The 
above may be somewhat too technical for some 
cost auditors, but after all, the soap industry 1s 
a technical industry. It will be more rational 
to express the components found as fatty acids 
and caustic soda. The total soap can be figured 
from the sum minus the water formed on their 
combination. For every 40 grams of caustic, 
18 grams have to be deducted. 

The term combined alkali is used in two 
meanings. One indicating the amount of alkali 
in the soap and the other indicating the alkali 
in the alkaline salts, soap included. In general 
the former is called the combined alkali and the 
latter the total alkali. It will be better if all 
laboratories do it this way, expressing both in 
percentages of NaOH. Free caustic also 
should be given as NaOH, because this is what 
has been added. 

Sodium silicate offers another troublesome 
point on the analysis sheet. The silicate will be 
found as silica, SiO,. From this the sodium 
silicate is calculated. The constitution of the 
silicate in the soap is not known. We find diff- 
erent formulas in the literature. In the Ger- 
man literature, we have the formula Na,Si,O, 
and the factor to be used in the calculation is 
given as 1.257. This factor has been taken 
over by some American authors, but this is not 
right. The silicate generally used on the other 
side is different from the ones mostly used in 
this country. In Germany, a silicate of 38° Be 
with 33.3% sodium silicate is used. Here the 
soap makers use the 40°Bé containing 37.9% 
silicate or silica and sodium oxide in the pro- 
portion of 29.0 to 8.9. 

If a certain percentage of SiO, has been 
found one has to multiply this amount with 
1.307 to find the amount of sodium silicate in 
the soap. The amount of silicate solution which 
has been added can be found by dividing the 
amount of silicate by .379. The writer does 
not want to enter into a discussion as to the 
form of the sodium silicate in the soap, but for 
the cost figuring it is only important to know 
how much of a certain material has been added. 
If the silicate takes up caustic, the extra amount 
will be found in the total alkali. However, one 
has to be careful with conclusions as there may 
have been salts which have escaped analysis. 
It also happens that some of the silicate in the 
soap, and it is most liable to happen with soap 
chips, is decomposed into silica and sodium 
In those cases, some of the sodium

Mottled Soap in Canary Islands 


Kighty per cent of the soap used in the 
Canary Islands which is imported into the 
country, is of the blue mottled variety. In 1927, 
the total imports were 1,163,121 kilos of which 
England supplied 722,457 kilos with Holland 
second with 381,564 kilos. Holland controlled 
the market in 1924 and 1925, but English 
manufacturers recaptured it subsequently in 
spite of higher prices. The public over 
the past few vears has been demanding the 
higher quality soaps. English prices are 
29/6 per hundredweight and the Dutch 26/6. 
English firms ship cash against documents, 
but some of the Dutch firms ship on consign- 
ment. To agents, English shippers give 
days credit with a commission of 5 per cent and 
2’ and 1 per cents off the invoice price. 
American blue mottled soap could be intro- 
duced if it can sell at the price of the English— 
Report from American Consul R. A. Gibson to 
Department of Commerce.

Oak Moss in Soap Perfuming 


Oak moss is used in a number of odor for- 
mulas for the perfuming of toilet soaps, ac- 
cording to Les Parfums de I'rance. It is in- 
corporated either as an impalpable powder or 
in the form of an extracted resin. In the use 
of powdered oak moss, a perfectly impalpable 
powder must be used or the impression that a 
gritty substance is present, is given. If a pow- 
der is used, about one or one and a half per 
cent of the weight of soap, gives a good scent. 
The quality of the oak moss resin where this 
is used, is extremely important and the char- 
acter of the house supplying it should be high 
enough to guarantee the quality of the product. 
Many poor grade resins are offered which are 
not suitable for a good odor. .\ few formulas 
with oak moss are given herewith: For chypre, 
use oak moss resin 200 parts; oil lemongrass 
200, terpenyl acetate 200, oil bois de rose 150, 
Java citronella 100, musk xylene 100, phenyl- 
acetic acid 50, skatol 1, oak moss powder 500. 
lor an extra fine cliypre, use 1,000 parts oak 
moss resin, bergamot 300, bois de rose 150, 
synthetic jasmin 150, coumarin 100, lavender 
patchouli 50, sandalwood 
100, musk xylene 100, skatol 1.

Caustic Potash Liquor 
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Furniture and Automobile Polishes 
A Brief Discussion of the Types and Ingredients 
and the Surfaces Upon Which They Are Used 


By Georce E. WIGHTMAN

ERELY setting down a series of form- 

ulas for polishes and cleansers is of 
little value where the other problems 
which confront the manufacturer in a 
many-sided business are not considered at the 
same time. Not only is the manufacture of an 
item of importance, such as the type and qual- 
ity of its ingredients and the way they are com- 
pounded, but the surfaces upon which a cleanser 
or polish are to be used must be borne con- 
stantly in mind as well as the type of persons 
who is apt to use them and the conditions under 
which they will be used. 





The only difference between a furniture pol- 
ish and one for automobiles lies in the fact 
that furniture polishes are used chiefly on 
varnished surfaces while lacquer or pyroxylin 
finishes and baked enamel finishes are the ones 
chiefly encountered in the automobile field. A 
rather complete understanding of the basic 
principles behind the manufacture of these vari- 
ous types of finishes is a necessity in intelligent 
selection of solvents and abrasives which play 
the major roles in present day polishes. There 
is a great difference in the hardness of pyroxy- 
lin finishes and also much difference in the 
fastness of colors, blue and maroon being the 
easiest in giving up color. However, they are 
fast enough to be classed with baked enamel 
in considering the matter of polishes and clean- 
ers for the automobile. 

Who Will Use the Product? 

Y WHOM is the product going to be used ? 
The housewife, The wayfaring automobile 
owner or the skilled shop man? This is of the 
greatest importance, as a product that is to be 
used by the unskilled, must be fool-proof, easy 
to use and give good results in the hands of 
the average person, from whom very little un- 
derstanding should be expected. To this end, 
all development work must be aimed. Ob- 
viously, such a product, is quite different from 
one that is to be used by a skilled man to con- 
dition cars for the show room or those condi- 
tioned for the purchaser of a new car. Such 
products must produce the highest type of lus- 
tre, one that is hard and durable, if used right 
by the skilled worker. Time consumption and 
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incidental costs are subordinated to that of pro- 
ducing the finest possible finish. In this way, 
each product has its own particular field and 
must qualify for such a field if it is going to 
give satisfaction. Between the limits of a 
product made for conditioning show-room cars 
and one that is going into the hands of the 
public, many specialty products are needed, and 
they must be made to qualify for their particu- 
lar work. 

To clarify this specialty side of the business, 
for example, consider some of the problems 
encountered. New cars after being assembled, 
have to be conditioned. This means that blem- 
ishes and scratches must be removed, places 
where the finish is entirely gone must be done 
over and refinished in keeping with the grade 
of car. This work calls for a scratch and blem- 
ish remover, in addition to a suitable product 
for the finishing work. Incidentally, there 1s 
one big advantage in producing a product for 
conditioning new cars. One always deals with 
a clean surface. It is the only instance where 
conditions are definite and so unlike conditions 
under which ordinary polishes for automobiles 
are used. More than that, used cars come in 
for limitations of the amount of work as well 
as the grade. No part of the automobile trade 
calls for so many types of products as the used- 
car department. One might say that every 
complication is found here, and their polish re- 
quirements are many-fold. 

Classification of Products 
URNITURE and automobile polishes are 
generally classified in three types, oil pol- 

ishes, wax polishes, and various concoctions 
and special compounds. Practically all of the 
oil polishes are made with a mineral oil or 
petroleum base. Their use to-day is very 
limited, although at one time, they had a large 
sale. The chief market for them at present is 
for home use where a cheap polish is wanted, 
for cheap wash-rack jobs, and for use on used 
cars by dealers. As they do not oxidize, nor 
are they a product of emulsification or saponi- 
fication, they comprise the cheapest and sim- 
plest class of polishes to manufacture. Results 
obtained through their use, however, are chiefly 
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a delusion, as the glossy effect which they give 
on both furniture and automobile finishes is due 
mostly to a thin film of mineral oil which col- 
lects dust very quickly. 

Wax polishes are made chiefly in paste and 
liquid form. They are also sold as powders, 
but primarily for use on floors, etc. The tree 
waxes of greater hardness and higher melting 
point make the best polishes. As beeswax may 
be used either in its natural form or partly 
saponified, it finds its way into many of the 
wax type polishes, especially the emulsion pol- 
ishes. Wax polishes are better suited for home 
use on furniture than for automobiles for the 
reason that they become soft frequently at 
ordinary temperatures and turn white after pro- 
longed contact with water. Of course, the 
various concoctions and compound polishes em- 
brace the largest percentage of present-day 
automobile and furniture polishes, representing 
almost an unlimited number of blends and 
combinations of oils and waxes which may be 
combined as emulsions with or without the ad- 
dition of abrasive materials as desired. 

Selection of the Abrastve 

HE selection of an abrasive where one is 

desired as an ingredient of a polish or sur- 
face cleanser, is an important part of com- 
pounding the correct finished product. ‘There 
are a number of types of materials suitable for 
grinding into abrasives, according to the effects 
which are desired from the product into which 
they may be incorporated. Pumice, tripoli, 
silica, chalk, and infusorial earth are some of 
those most commonly used. Of importance is 
the determination of the quality and size of the 
particles of the abrasive, the latter being deter- 
mined ordinarily as mesh or screen. As a gen- 
eral rule, nothing coarser than 200 mesh should 
be used in polishes or cleaners to be used on 
pyroxylin lacquers or baked enamels. For use 
on varnished finishes, a very much finer grade 
should be employed. About 400 mesh should 
be set as the coarsest to be used for any prod- 
uct designed for varnishes. 

Experience has proven that too much care 
cannot be exercised in the selection and purch- 
ase of the abrasives. A house of recognized 
integrity and one supplying quality products is 
the safest to deal with. We have found that 
only the best equipped suppliers are in a posi- 
tion to supply abrasive materials of guaranteed 
definite and positive screen, and also to pack 
the materials sufficiently carefully as to assure 
clean deliveries. Much of the plant troubles 
and consumer troubles with polishes can be 
traced directly to guesswork in establishing the 
screen or mesh to be used, difficulty in securing 


delivery of the screen desired, and to contam- 
inated deliveries. To use haphazard mesh in 
abrasives is to deal with an uncertainty which 
is very likely to play havoc with the quality and 
usefulness of the finished product. This cau- 
tion does not apply to fillers and light earths 
such as infusorial or diatomaceous earths. Lit- 
tle trouble has been experienced with these lat- 
ter by us. 

In general, in the development of new pol- 
ishes, we would say to aim in each case for a 
product best fitted for a definite type of finish. 
Adjust it to the skill of those who are likely to 
use it and the conditions under which it will be 
used. Bear in mind that most friction polishes 
are useful when in the hands of the skilled, and 
that a product to be sold to the general public 
must give fair results even when its use is in 
reality an abuse. Remember that the wrong 
abrasive can ruin a polish, that oxidizing oils 
will produce a haze or fog on the polished sur- 
face, that mineral oils must be free from lubri- 
cating properties, that emulsions must be as 
nearly constant and stable as possible, that 
strong alkalies are destructive to lacquers and 
varnishes alike, that it is very easy to over-do 
the matter of the quantity of solvent used, and 
last of all, a good proportion of common sense 
is one of the best of all ingredients.

British Soap Exports Average 

British soap manufacturers exported aver- 
age qualities of soaps, in January, a total of 
136,456 cwts., valued at £311,282, practically 
equal, in tonnage, to the 1927 monthly aver- 
age, and only slightly lower in value. The 
large item, as usual, consisted of hard bar 
soap, other than toilet, shaving and abrasive, 
running close to 120,000 ewts., valued at about 
£230,000. ‘Toilet and shaving soap shipments 
reached 6,990 cwts., valued at £55,764. Soap 
imports amounted to 30,826 cwts., valued at 
£77,805, substantially above the 1927 monthly 
averages of 26,270 ewts., and £59,098. ‘Toilet 
and shaving soaps formed the bulk of the im- 
ports, 14,601 ecwts., valued at £46,212, having 
been brought in. This more than doubles 
sritain’s toilet and shaving soap export 
figure, in tonnage, and comes close to it in 
value. Exports of imported merchandise were 
negligible.

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New Suit Against Waltke 


Reports from St. Louis indicate that Albert 
T. Schenkel, a son of the late Henry Schenkel, 
and administrator of his estate, is planning on 
instituting a suit against Waltke interests to 
replace the original suit for $250,000 filed by 
his father late last year. The original litiga- 
tion was begun aiter the sale of the Waltke 
business to Procter & Gamble Co., the late Mr. 
Schenkel having contended that his rights in 
certain Waltke products had not been fully 
protected. The product in question was 
Ozonite, which the Schenkel heirs will contend 
was developed partly by the deceased, holding 
that, in effect, he was the originator of it. 
They say the idea was the result of conversa- 
tions with persons in the laundry business who 
were using a combination of various products 
in their washing operations and who pointed 
out that if all could be combined into one 
material frequent measuring and other diffi- 
culties, in the laundry, could be eliminated. In 
defending the suit, the Waltke interests will 
probably contend that $10,000, which was paid 
to Mr. Schenkel at about the time the business 
was disposed of to Procter & Gamble, was 
given him to cover any claims that he might 
have in any of the concern’s products. ‘The 
heirs to the estate consider the money was in 
the nature of a reward for long and faithful 
services, as the late Mr. Schenkel worked for 
the Waltke company for about forty years, 
having never taken a vacation in that time. 
They point out that, even so, the sum was not 
particularly large for forty vears of faithful 
service,

Bead Soap Suit to Cincinnati 
The suit of Colgate & Co. and the Spray 
Dryer Process Corp. against Procter & Gamble 
Co. for alleged infringement of patents in 
the manufacture of soap beads by a spray 
process, filed Dec. 14, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court of Brooklyn, N. Y. has been with- 
drawn, and a similar suit has been filed in the 
U.S. District Court at Cincinnati. The patent 
covers the Colgate product, Super Suds, and 
the process for its manufacture, which the 
plaintiff claims is infringed by Procter & 
Gamble with their Seloa which is also a hollow 
bead soap product. The patent rights for soap 
beads were leased exclusively to Colgate & Co. 
by the Spray Dryer Process Corp., owners of 
the patents. (For full details original bill of

Change French Rosin Soap Bill 

The French bill, reported in a recent Depart- 
ment of Commerce bulletin, which proposed to 
limit the amount of rosin in soap, has apparent- 
ly been headed off by rosin interests, according 
to a later report. If the bill passes at all, it 
will probably be considerably less restrictive 
than in its original form. Suggestions have 
heen made, regarding the reservation of the 
term “Marseilles soap,” to apply only where the 
rosin content does not exceed 5 per cent of the 
fat content. 





Sellers Hold Glycerin Firm 


\Ithough some explosives manufacturers are 
reported willing to buy slightly under the cur- 
rent market for glycerin, sellers are said to 
he holding firm and refusing to shade, according 
to the report of Parsons & Petit. New York, 
under date of April 6. It states: “Dynamite 
No transactions are reported this week. In 
the Middle West, a short time back. the total 
sales at from Ile to 11%4c, are said to have run 
up to approximately 30 cars; this of course, 
has supplied the buyers’ needs for the present, 
and near future, but it is said that there are 
some explosives makers who are ready to 
contract ahead, if they can purchase at 11c; the 
latter price is not possible at the moment, and 
while there is a chance that the market may 
work down again to that figure, it seems more 
likely that it will be maintained around the 
level of 11'4c to 12¢ for the present. at least. 
Today, purchases of the vear at 12c. The 
kuropean markets have settled down consider- 
ably from the point to which they advanced 
three or four weeks ago and it is said. that the 
sellers who then refused to name prices, are 
now seeking offers. Although there has been a 
decline there from the high prices, their quota- 
tions are still above ours.

Half of the crude came 
from Italy, with Belgium, United Kingdom and 
France supplying the remainder. The Nether- 
lands shipped 118,000 pounds of refined, the 
balance of January imports having come, in 
about equal amounts, from Germany, United 
Kingdom and Argentina.

The Health Board of New York City recent- 
ly amended the Sanitary Code requiring the 
sterilization of eating utensils and dishes used 
in all places where food or drink is served. 
They are first to be washed in hot water con- 
taining soap, soda, or a suitable washing pow- 
der, and to be followed by immersion in boiling 
water for not less than one minute or in water 
of a temperature of not less than 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit for two minutes or more, or by 
sterilization with live steam.

During drying, sodium chloride in 
travels toward the interior of the cake, showing 
at a maximum four times as great inside as on 
the outer layer.

SOAP AND DISINFECTANT CHEMICALS 








(ls of April 9, 1928.) 
EW YORK—The volume of chemicals 
moving into consumption in soap and al- 
lied industries indicates a continuation of gen- 
eral activity. Demand for the past month has 
heen reported fair in chemical channels with 
particularly good shipments of contract items. 
Rosins lost ground slightly during the period. 
Glycerin reflected a slightly firmer undertone 
without any material change in price. Price 
revisions on the whole were few. 
ALKALIES 
Some reports state that alkali consumption 
during the first quarter of 1928 were consider- 
ably larger than during the same period in 
1927, If this be the case, alkali output and 
consumption must be the greatest in the history 
of the country. There has been some increase 
in output but no material effect on prices has 
heen noted in the market during the past sev 


eral months. Prices for both ash and caustic 
remain the same. 
ROSINS 

Demand from consumers of rosins during 
the past month has been restricted. Buyers 
naturally have their eyes on the South and the 
rosin outlook for the coming season. Buying 
where possible has been postponed and its ef- 
fect on the market has been apparent. Dull- 
ness brought slight losses in prices in all grades 
during the period. The net changes averaged 
Z5C per barrel. At the close, spot New York 
was held at: B, $8.70; F, $9.60; Kx, $10.10; 
WG, $10.90; WW, $11.50 bbl.

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more, tests are often made to detect the pres- 
ence of active oxygen. 

After all the necessary bleach liquor has been 
added, the solution is allowed to continue act- 
ing upon the soap for a period of approxi- 
mately fifteen minutes while the mass is mod- 
erately stirred. If active oxygen is still de- 
tected in the soap mixture, by means of the 
starch iodine solution, then the action is allowed 
to go on for another half hour. If the oxygen 
in the soap has now been completely consumed, 
or if only a trace remains, the thiosulfate solu- 
tion is added, in order to remove the residual 
oxygen. It should be mentioned here that the 
chlorinated products that are at times formed 
between the chlorine and the impurities con- 
tained in the raw materials (this does not mean 
here the unsaponifiable matter only) are like- 
wise favorably affected by the thiosulfate solu- 
tion in that this chemical kills the odor of these 
compounds. After the bleaching operation has 
been completed, the final adjustment of the 
soap takes place. Thus the amount of water 
contained in it is regulated in the usual manner. 


In connection with this study on the bleach- 
ing of soap, it will not be uninteresting to ex- 
amine the matter of absorption of filling ma- 
terial by the soap in the bleaching process. 
The figures given below are based on an origi- 
nal weight of one hundred kilograms of fats 
and on a soap vield of 220 percent. They can 
be easily corrected to any other desirable basis. 
Thus one hundred kilograms of fats are equi- 
valent to 220 kilograms of soap. When a maxi- 
mum amount of six percent of hypochlorite 
solution of 25 degrees Be concentration is used, 
then the amount of salt added to the soap is 
calculated as follows :—6 x 0.5 kilogram of po- 
tassium chloride equals 3 kilograms of potassi- 
um chloride or 1.4 percent on the weight of 
the soap. Furthermore, inasmuch as the bleach 
liquor is used in a comparatively dilute solu- 
tion, that is between 8 and 10 degrees Be, then 
addition of water to the soap may be figured 
to be twenty kilograms per 100 kilograms of 
original fat at a maximum. ‘This condition 
must be taken into consideration in the evapor- 
ation of the soap to obtain a product with the 
correct amount of water content.

The Moth Season 


HIe season is at hand when the 

moth repellants and moth damage prevent- 
ives is at its height. A search around in the 
usual channels where such products are sold re- 
veals little which is new or different. Naphtha- 
lene flakes and balls, and naphthalene-cedar 
chip mixtures still seem to hold the market. The 
general price at retail in paper cartons or bags 
appears to run from ten to fifteen cents per 
pound. Probably ninety per cent of the demand 
for moth preventives right now is of an 
habitual character, that is people who year aiter 
year pack away winter clothing in moth balls 
and who go out to buy naphthalene for the 
purpose. The percentage of people who are 
sold the idea of protecting their winter clothing 
during summer storage, sold through window 
displays, advertising, or the like, is probably 
very small. The demand originates with the 
consumer and not from any advertising stimu- 
lation of ideas by the manufacturers.

That people will buy new things, novel 
things, and different things, has been proven. 
They will buy them if they are stimulated to 
buy them, if the goods are placed before them 
in novel form or called strongly to their atten- 
tion. The new and novel products may be no 
better than the old original, but if the total 
sale and consumption of both raw materials and 
finished goods can be increased by injecting a 
little marketing psychology, particularly if a 
greater profit accrues to both manufacturer 
and distributor, is it not worth a trial? 


Perfumed and colored moth balls, flakes, 
crystals, blocks, or any shape or form would 
probably find a wider retail sale if once they 
were well introduced and pushed, than the total 
sales of moth preventives under present con- 
ditions. Fancy shapes, sizes, odors to fit the 
public fancy, colors to make them look different, 
better and more elaborate packages, and a mar- 
gin of profit for evervbody from the manuifac- 
turer right down to the retail dealer several 
times that in vogue at present. The difference 





in manufacturing cost would not be great; the 
difference in wider profit and eventually much 
larger sale would be large. 

\ll of us are prone to sit tight when we are 
not disturbed. It is the human thing to do. 
The retail sale of moth products, and along with 
them, the sale of deodorizing blocks, crystals, 
and the like for home use, is not receiving at- 
tention in keeping with its potentialities. The 
public is ever spending more money for novel- 
ties, luxuries. Why not coax more oi it into 
the coffers of the industry in this way’ Every 
vear, there is a moth season.

The Balkan Market For Insecticides 


Consumption, Sale, Advertising and Tariff Rates 
on Liquid Insecticides and Disinfectants in Rumania 


By U.S. Conser J. Rives Crips at Bucharest 
(Reporting to Chemical Division, Dept. of Commerce )

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UMANIA is a good example o 
general market for insecticides, 
infectants, and allied products in the 
Balkan States. This region offers an 
excellent market for household insecticides and 
disinfectants as evinced by the increasing con- 
sumption yearly. The possibilities for Amer- 
ican manufacturers to export to Rumania are 
good. The chief limitation upon the develop- 
ment of sales is the character of the population, 
comprising some 17,000,000 inhabitants, of 
whom approximately 80 per cent are peasants 
of simple habits and frugal tastes to whom the 
use of insecticides and disinfectants is practi- 
cally unknown and unlikely to become gener- 
ally extended for a long while to come. 

In general, Rumanian houses, even those in 
the larger cities, are much infested by insect 
pests, of which the most prevalent are flies, 
cockroaches, bed bugs, moths, and fleas, while 
mosquitoes are prevalent in the neighborhood 
of the Danube and on the Black Sea coast. In 
industrial establishments and warehouses in 
Rumania the most common and destructive 
insects are cockroaches. I< ffectiveness of in- 
secticides, particularly in a liquid form, against 
these has contributed in a large measure to 
local sales. 

With the recent introduction of American 
household insecticides, a great impetus has 
heen given the sale of these products generally. 
From an annual turnover several years 
of a few thousand dollars the value of con- 
sumption of household insecticides, disinfec- 
tants and allied products has increased to about 
$300,000, of which household insecticides ac- 
count for $180,000 and disinfectants and allied 
products, $120,000. From 50 to 60 per cent 
of insecticides is in powder and the remainder 
ina liquid form, although there is an increasing 
tendency toward the use of the liquid prepara- 
tions. 

It is estimated that the local chemical ittdus- 
try provides about 30 per cent of the houschold 
msecticides, disinfectants, and allied products 
consumed in the country, only about 25 per cent 
of the insecticides manufactured in liquid form. 
The domestic production is confined almost

ago 


exclusively to low quality products which are 
priced to meet foreign competition. Conse- 
quently, the market for foreign products is 
limited almost entirely to goods of superior 
quality. 

Until two or three years ago German and 
Austrian insecticides enjoyed a virtual mon- 
opoly of the Rumanian trade, but with the in- 
troduction of a well known American product, 
American insecticides increased by 
leaps and bounds, so much so that it is expected 
that in the near future American products will 
control the market. Although somewhat more 
expensive, American insecticides are esteemed 
for their superior quality. While some of the 
leading local dealers state that offers have been 
received from American exporters of disinfec- 
tants, these have quoted prices so much higher 
than those of the European manufacturers and 
have contained such terms of payment as to 
preclude the marketing of these products in 
Rumania.

Makes and Prices 
SIDE from American insecticides the prin- 
cipal makes and prices with the lei at ap- 
proximately $0.0062 United States currency 
of household insecticides sold in Rumania are 
as follows:

OUSEHOLD insecticides, disinfectants, 
and allied products are handled in Ruman- 

ia almost exclusively by wholesale druggists and 
are distributed in the retail trade by retail drug- 
gists and pharmacists. Both domestic and For- 
eign manufacturers are accustomed to grant to 
a local wholesaler exclusive rights of represen- 
tation for all of Rumania and such a policy is 
recommended as essential to American export- 
ers desirous of entering this market. 

The major difficulty confronting an Ameri- 
can exporter to this market is that of the 
financing of shipments. German and other Eu-

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to local agents liberal credit terms extending up 
to six months open while local manufacturers 
deal on a consignment basis. For products 
which have been successfully introduced and 
on which there is a large turnover, agents are 
willing to pay 25 per cent with order and bal- 
ance against documents or in not less than 120 
days against sight draft. Facilitation of the 
terms of payment to agents are made necessary 
not only by the demands of retail dealers for 
at least 60 days credit, but also by the severe 
money and credit stringency prevailing gener- 
ally. 

While Rumanian and other manufacturers, 
who maintain close relations with this market, 
are finding it essential to grant liberal credit 
terms, and while the prevalence of such high 
annual interest rates as 18 to 24 per cent pre- 
cludes the possibility of the development of any 
important volume of business unless lenient 
terms of credit are accorded, it cannot be 
recommended that an American firm unta- 
miliar with Rumanian trade conditions should 
take the risks incident to the extension of 
credit without the most careful investigation of 
the financial standing and qualifications of the 
firm concerned. 

For the introduction of -\merican insecti- 
cides, which may be new to this market, it is 


believed that newspaper advertising is being 
used effectively in Rumania where American 
advertising methods have already begun to 
make their influence felt. Formerly newspaper 
advertisements were restricted in number as 
well as in size; but, following the lead given 
by advertisments of American automobiles and 
motion pictures after \merican methods, news- 
paper advertising has shown a decided increase 
and a marked trend towards American forms 
of advertising display. Advertising literature, 
which may be either in French or German, is 
generally distributed very freely to the trade 
by the foreign manufacturer who is also ex- 
pected to share the expense of any specific ad- 
vertising campaign which may be initiated. 
Laws and Regulations 

HI importation, distribution, and sale of 

pharmaceutical products in Rumania is un- 
der the control of the Superior Sanitary Coun- 
cil of the Ministry of Public Health which is 
guided in such matters by the law of June 9, 
1900. To make possible the importation into 
Rumania of insecticides, disinfectants, and al- 
lied products, an authorization therefor must 
be obtained from the Superior Sanitary Coun- 
cil, which requires the submittal of the follow- 
Ing in connection with the application for such 
authorization: 1. Formula, indicating quality 
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of spray.

The Superior Sanitary Council has_ the 
authoritv to annul the authorization for the im- 
portation and sale of any foreign pharmaceu- 
tical product in case consignments of such 
articles do not correspond with the samples 
submitted. Samples of foreign preparations sub- 
mitted will be deposited at the customs offices 
on the frontiers, in order to assist in controlling 


the quality and character of shipments entering 
the country. With each importation, moreover, 
there must be presented at the customs offices 
a statement embodying a declaration that the 
product actually emanates from the source 
mentioned in the authorization granted. It is 
further provided that the sale prices of foreign 
pharmaceutical products in Rumania shall not 
he fixed at more than 30 per cent over the prices 
prevailing in the country of origin. ‘The re- 
quirements regarding the packing and marking 
of poisonous substances provide only that the 
word “POISON” should be marked conspicu- 
ously in any language on the individual recep- 
tacle, as well as upon the outside of the box 
or package in which the goods are shipped, and 
that the packing shall be such as to ensure 
against leakage. 


Disinfectants and allied products are subject 
to import duties which vary according to their 
constituent elements. Household insecticides, 
however, are grouped in one classification com- 
prising insecticides generally. Article 1782 of 
the Rumanian import tariff which entered into 
force on April 14, 1927, gives the duty as 0.50 
gold let per 100 Kgs.

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Mexican Insecticide Market 


The use of household insecticides in Mexico 
is not general or extensive. The development 
of the market lies in further educating the 
Mexican people in the importance of attempt- 
ing to control insects and diseases. The low 
purchasing power of the people in general is 
also a limited factor, since at least 80 per cent 
of the population has such a low standard of 
living that only the barest necessities of life 
are consumed. Although some work, along the 
line of educating the masses in the advantages 
of controlling insect life, has been done, spon- 
sored in a few instances by private agencies 
and individuals, but more often by the Mexi- 
can Government, it has been estimated that not 
more than 2,500,000 persons could be classed, 
at present, as potential purchasers. These com- 
prise the urban population, in which Spanish 
blood is more evident than that of the original 
Indian races. Mexicans of this class are ready 
spenders, generally disposed to adopt new ideas 
and modern conveniences. The climate of 
Mexico City is equable, the temperature rang- 
ing from 35 to 90 degrees, but rarely reaching 
either extreme. As a consequence, flies and 
mosquitoes do not breed in troublesome num- 
bers. Both flies and mosquitoes, as well as

U. S. Exports Up 1.2% in 1927 


The 1927 export trade of the United States 
reached a value over $1,000,000,000 greater 
than in 1922, says a recent bulletin from the 
Department of Commerce. The quantitative 
volume of the trade increased, during this five- 
year period, by more than 40 per cent. The 
export volume in 1927 was larger than in 
any other recent year, 1.2% above 1926, while 
the volume of imports continued at about the 
same high level as in 1926. The outstanding 
feature of international trade, last year, was 
a sharp decline in the average level of world 
prices. This caused a decrease of about 8 per 
cent in the average prices received for Ameri- 
can commodities shipped abroad, and almost 
as large a decrease in the average prices paid 
for imports. The principal changes in the 
composition of our export trade were increases 
over 1926 in shipments of crude foodstuffs and 
semi-manutactured articles, and decreases in 
exports of crude materials and manufactured 
foodstuffs. The falling off in our exports of 
crude materials may be entirely ascribed to the 
cessation of the abnormal demand for coal 
which resulted from the British coal strike in 
1926, while the lower value of our shipments 
of manufactured foods was primarily owing to 
decreases in both the quantity and value of ex-

substantially increased foreign demand for 
American automobiles and machinery. 

The most pronounced changes in import 
trade were substantial decreases in the value 
of goods imported in a crude state, both materi 
als and foods, and in semimanufactured arti- 
cles. The decrease in value of imports of crude 
materials may be largely ascribed to the lower 
price of rubber, but there are also decreases in 
the average import prices of raw silk, wool, 
and unmanutactured cotton as well as a mod- 
erate reduction in the quantity of wool imports. 
The decline in value of imports of crude food- 
stuffs resulted chiefly from a reduction in both 
the quantity and value of our imports of coffee. 
A pronounced advance in sugar prices, on the 
other hand, resulted in a considerable increase 
in the total value of imports of manufactured 
food. The expansion in our exports combined 
with the decline in value of our imports during 
1927 resulted in doubling our “favorable” bal- 
ance of trade, which reached almost $700,000,- 
000.
